Water Supt, Donald C, Bassett 
said consumption is continuing to 
run just over 2 million gallons a 
day, up only slightly over the week 
before Manager Richard Bowen 
declared an end to the ban on lawn 
and garden watering, car washing 


Tax Survey 
Is Underway 


In two to three weeks field 
workers for Whipple-Magane=

dover revaluation, He has had 10 
years experience in the field,

services for its expanding population. In doing so she 
may jeopardize some of her most prized showplaces if 
there is no plan for determining just which buildings have 
historic value and providing for their preservation. 

It is easy to see that the planning board has the right 
idea in proposing the commercial center grow in breadth 
rather than length. No one wants to see the development 
of a Main Street shopping strip in this sort of community. 
There is no reason, however, why the business district 
cannot grow around or skirt properties that have genuine 
historic significance, 

We agree with Mr. Sweet that ‘‘the problem of en- 
couraging the orderly growth of the business district... 
should be considered with thoughtful foresight in the best 
interests of all concerned.’’ 

The study committee will have a complex problem on 
its hands. The rights of individuals must be considered 
and it has been found elsewhere that not all property 
owners take kindly to being told that their real estate has 
been declared ‘‘historic’’? and may not be substantially 
altered nor ever destroyed. It complicates transfers and 
may inhibit the individual’s opportunity to turn aprofit. 

Making use of what is already known about formulas 
for solutions to such problems Andover should, however, 
be able to devise a way to have its cake and eat it too. 


The Problem 


It sounds good, Dino Valz’ suggestion in the letters 
column on this page that the town fathers stop thinking 
of a town hall site as the key to municipal building 
problems and consider instead a plan for housing ‘‘all 
general town services attractively, efficiently and econo- 
mically . . . in a single structure, under single manage- 
ment on land adequate for building, parking and land- 
scaping.”’ 

Mr. Valz neglects to mention precisely where a 
downtown site can be found large enough and cheap 
enough to accommodate such a government complex. And 
downtown it must be. The selectmen, the planning board 
— indeed virtually everyone but some spokesmen for the 
Chamber of Commerce, — have put aside consideration of 
any location outside the central business district. 

Ten years ago the under-one-roof concept might have 
been a hot idea. Nothing much was happening downtown. 
But what complicates the situation for the present board 
of selectmen is not so much a mis-statement of the 
problem as the fact that numberless predecessors missed 
the boat.

A tax abatement of 80 per cent 
of the assessed value of ‘‘classi« 
fied open land’’ was recommended 
last week in proposed legislation 
filed with the General Court as 
part of the final report of the 
Special Commission on the Taxa= 
tion of Forest Land, Farm Land 
and Open Space Land, 

The report and accompanying 
legislation were filed by thechair- 
man of the commission, T, W, 
Schulenberg, commissioner, Mas= 
sachusetts Department of Com= 
merce and Development,

J. Rizzotto, commissioner of corp=

‘*The purpose of the delay is to 
permit federal, state and regional 
efforts to develop alternate means 
of transit assistance to go forward 
while the trains are still running,” 
Morse said, 

The CGongressman pointed out 
that there are presently a number 
of petitions pending before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
discontinue passenger service in 
the New England area, ‘‘At the 
same time a number of alternate 
proposals for assistance to com= 
muter service are pending before 
the Congress and before state leg= 
islatures,’’ Morse said, 

‘1 am convinced that the one 
year grace period will contribute 
to the rationality of the solutions 
developed to meet the commuter 
crisis,’’ Morse continued, ‘‘There 
will be time for communities in=- 
volved to consider various finan- 
cial arrangements and for the com= 
muters themselves to experiment 
with alternate means of transpor= 
tation,”’ 

“This bill will not cost the fed- 
eral government a penny, but it 
will contribute to the sensible solu- 
tion of our transportation proe 
blems,’’ Morse said,
